As Executor of the above estate we hold among the 
personal effects of the decedent many of the noted "Stonewall Brigade" 
Memorial Medallions made in Paris, France, by authority of the descend- 
ants of General La Fayette, for the exclusive use of the Stonewall 
Brigade, made famous by General Jackson. 


Mrs. Maria E, Barton was a daughter of a Virginia 
Veteran of the Civil War and we believe these bronze medals to be 
authentic. We also possess a newspaper clipping dated July 31, 1913 
giving a full history of these medals.

Description of Medal 


On one side of medal, which is of bronze, there is a bust of General 
Jackson in bas-relief, with the inscription, "Lieutenant General T. J. 
Jackson, Stonewall, Born 1821, Died 1863. 


On the reverse side are engraved the names of battles in which Jackson 
made his fame: Bull Run, Kernstown, Front Royal, Middletown, Winchester, 
Strasburg, Harrisonburg, Port Kepublic, Mechanicsville, Cold Harbor, White 
Oak Swamp,Malvern Hill, Cedar Mountain, Manassas, Sudley, Harper's Ferry, 
Shephardstown, Fredericksburg, The Wilderness, Antietam, Martinsburg, 
and Chantilly.

You can place very little value on the Stonewall 
Jackson medals, as there are few collectors of these in 
this country ahd very little interest is shown. The 
médal in white metal apparently is common. We have seen 
a number of specimens in that metal, hut do not remember 
seeing many in bronze.
